Somo months ago, Rev Washing- 
ton Gluddeu, ol bpuiuglleld, Mass., 
buliuving that if bo could find out 
h uw thu active and prominent men ul' 
in- on n city spent their boyhood, it 
would help to solve thu problem of 
what Is lliu best traiutug for buys, pro- 
pared ihe tolluwiug circular, which 
was sent lu the ouu hundred men who 
could lairly bu saidtu slaud at the head 
Of the fiuauelal, commercial, proles- 
siuual and educational iniercsio of the 
city : 

My Doar Sir— I desiro to find out 
for tlu benefit of tho boys, how the 
lending men ul this city spent their 
boyhood. Will you be kiud cuougli 
to tell me— 

1. Wliethor your homo during tho 
lir»t fitloen years of your lilo wus on 
a I in in, III a village, or n city, ami, 

2 Whothur you wure accustomed 
during any part ui thai period, lo en- 
gage, in any kind of work when you 
were nol in scbuul? 

1 shuind bo glad, of course, to have 
you go into parlicuiars as tully as 
yuu are disposed lo du; but 1 tlu nul 
wish tu tax your pnlienco, and 1 shall 
be greatly obliged lor a simple answer, 
lu llicoe two questions 

So loss titan eighty-eight of tho 
busy gentlemen who received this 
circular were kind enough to answer 
the questions— somo ol tUetn briefly 
must ul them quite lully, ami it tut li- 
cit mil thai lew bud been brought up 
liko niosi ol. the boys who croud the 
ball grounds and till thu si reel » nl our 
cities in llicsc latter days. Here Ian 
briel summary ol iho ruturns; 

Ot ibese eighty-eight men, twelve 
spent the first 11 Iteen years ol their life 
in ihe, cilj twelve in village and sixiy- 
luur were farmers' boy. 

lliilofthe twenty-four who lived 
in villages and. cities, six were prac- 
ally i. M iners boys, for they livud in 
al| vibages, or ou the out-skins of 
ius, ami hud the same kiud Of work 
do that tanners' boys have. 
Four others told substantially the 
- uiie story. As ibeso were about the 
same as Inrincr's boys, wo may add 
thorn lo that list, so that seventy out 
of elghiy-eigbt— almost fpur liiihs or 
all those iiiuu,— hail thu training of 
lartn-llfe. ' 

Now how was it with tho thirteen 
cilv and village buys ou the list ? Did 
they have an easy lime ol ii ; livo -of 
them did, as they testily ; five of them 
had no work in particular to do, but 
one ol the live says that he studiod 
law when out of school, and that was 
noi exactly play. Tho rest of tho 
eighteen were poor boys— not pau- 
pers, by any means, but children of 
the humbler classes, many of them in 
narrow and u.cdy cirourLsfancos— 
and though they lived in cities or vil- 
lages, Ihoy were iiccustomud from the 
earliest years to hard woik 

Was generally employed, 6oya ouo 
during the Summer mon'.lis, and in 
vacation in doing any kiud of work 
thai is offered. 

Pour of thp city boys wore news 
bovs. One ol ihoin says: Tho last 
year I wasconuectid with the press, I 
earned one hundred dollars before 
breakfast. 

Another: 1 bnvo paid my own 
wav sinco eight yeaTs of age, without 
any asaiatttneo except my board from 
tny eighth lo my eleventh year. 

Or all these eighty boys, five only 
had nothing particular to do, 

While these boys were growing 
and working, a great many others— 
Bona of merchants and lawyers— were 
growing up III Springfield, going, to 
school and amusing them«elves, as 
bovs of their class are apt to do. 
Where are they? Only live of this 
class are heard from among the eigh- 
ty eight solid men of that city. Somo 
Of I hem, perhaps, aro prosperous men 
III olfcMr ciiies, but the number can 
nol bo large, for in Springfield, only 
five men out of eighty-ebght came 
from Ibis class. Nlnoty-f»ur and a 
half per cent wero either .farmers or 
poor and hard working town boys*

The 
Grecian nose and the delicate lips bad 
their foundation in hor Icatmcs, but 
tho full rounded chin resembles more 
that ol the wife of Mr. Morgan.

Tho While House looked 
uld, worn ami dingy, tur Ibis preced- 
ed the golden splendor of the Gruut 
rugiiuq, but iho brilliancy and mag- 
nificence was inado up by tho scarlet 
tinilorms ol tho .Marine Band With 
the gilt buttons and shouldered strapa 
ul thu bravo deteuders uf the Uniun,- 
who clustered about thu Capital in 
those historic days. Tho came strug- 
gling tide of humanity inundated the 
doors ot the Executive Mansion, bnt 
at every turn a soldier was stationed 
to keep ibo crowd within the limit of 
Mrs. Lincoln's luw* Bayonets glit- 
tering over the daintily dressed 
ladies who declared that "mob law" 
wus now Inaugurated and they should 
never visit tho White House again 
until (t chanye." But il iho guosts, 
it- 1 1 insulted at tho presence of tho 
bayonets what was their astonish- 
ment upon going into thu "presence" 
to find a genuine crown ou Mia Lin- 
coln's head. It was made of gilt, but 
lookod precisely like those Which 
aro found ou tho head* cf tliosij tiis-.

A bill was introduced in Congress 
by Mr. Ellis, February 1Kb, and re- 
ferred to the Ways aud Means Com- 
mittee, which directi tho Secretary of 
War to percliaso all tobacco for tho 
use of tho army iu Wathington. It 
requires mat he shall advertise annual- 
ly during February and March, lor 
hitty days, iu ono daily paper in 
New York, Baltimore, Bichmond, Pe- 
tersburg, Dauville, ( v*a.), Lynchburg, 
Ctncilinali, St. Louis. Louitvillo aud 
Chicago, for proposal* for 
bid* lor supplying the army with to- 
bacco for llio current year. It mutt 
be tnanufaulured during June, July, 
August or Sept. under regulation 
to bo prescribed y the Secretary of 
War and the sample* furnished with 
the bids must be examined by two ex- 
perls in tobacco, to ho selected, one 
by tho Secretary or War and one by 
the Commissary General, and tho to- 
bacco selected by the experts as the 
best for tho use or tlio army shall be 
purchased by the Secretary of War. 

The tobocco now coming to market 
is generally iu good dry order, but a 
large proportion of it shows more or 
less damage from mould. Prices are 
well maintained, especially for trash, 
and the -better grades of sound, sweet 
leaf'.— llcnderton Reporter.
